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The  Crawford  Shop 

Nahum  P,  Humphrey  and  James  K.  Hervey  were  carriage  builders  and 
repairers,  and  their  shop  stood  near  the  home  of  Leone  Daniels. 
Humphrey  and  Hervey  lived  in  a  large  house  located  where  the  ‘cheese 
factory’  once  stood.  On  April  1,  1841,  this  house  burned  and  they 
moved  their  shop  on  the  hill  down  to  the  upright  part  of  the  Wm.  S. 
Crawford  home.  Mr.  Humphrey  lived  there  for  twenty  years.  They 
conducted  their  carriage  business  in  the  brick  house,  formerly  the  center 
school  house.  Mr.  Hervey  sold  his  share  of  the  business  to  Humphrey 
who  then  moved  the  carriage  business  down  into  the  Wm.  S.  Crawford 
shop  across  the  street  from  his  home.  His  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Noah  Humphrey  lived  in  a  small  room  in  the  shop  until  their  deaths 
in  1863  and  1865.  Nahum  Humphrey  moved  to  Springfield  and  William 
Sanford  Crawford  bought  the  home  and  carried  on  the  carriage  business. 

Between  1925-1930,  Percy  Wilbur  tore  down  the  old  Crawford  shop  and 
used  some  of  the  material  in  building  a  large  garage  and  shop  on  his 
property.  To  the  south  of  the  old  shop,  there  was  another  building  which 
Chester  Rood  dismantled  and  used  to  build  a  hen  house  on  one  portion  of 
the  cellar  hole  of  the  Fairbanks’  barn.  In  later  years  this  building  was 
converted  into  a  dwelling  house  in  which  the  Rood  sisters,  Grace  and 
Emily  made  their  home.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other  Town  Boards,  Committees  and

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meets  at  the  Town  Hall  every  other  Monday 
evening  at  7:30  p.m.  throughout  the  year.  Meetings  are  always  open  to  the 
public.  Anyone  wishing  to  contact  the  Board  may  do  so  through  the 
Selectmen’s  office  at  the  Town  Hall  or  by  attending  the  meetings.  We 
began  the  year  with  Clayton  Rice  as  Chairman,  Jeffrey  Young  as  Vice- 
Chairman  and  Timothy  Toomey  as  Clerk  Member.

In  an  ongoing  effort  to  reduce  operating  costs,  we  switched  our  long 
distance  telephone  carrier  at  the  town  hall  to  Verizon  and  signed  a  3-year 
contract  with  Centrex  for  a  monthly  savings  of  up  to  50%  in  billing 
charges. 

Once  again,  competitive  bids  were  solicited  and  received  for  heating  fuel, 
low  sulphur  diesel  and  highway  materials.  Gasoline  which  was  not 
previously  “bid  out”  was  purchased  on  a  State  contract  for  approximately 
20-1-/-  cents  a  gallon  less  than  the  price  at  the  pump.  For  the  first  time  in 
recent  years.  Legal  Services  were  also  solicited  by  competitive  proposal. 

It  is  our  goal  going  forward  to  purchase  as  many  services  and  goods  from 
State  Contracts  as  possible  in  order  to  save  additional  tax  dollars.  Vendors 
who  have  obtained  a  State  Contract  have  already  negotiated  prices  and 
terms  with  the  Commonwealth  and  have  met  all  State  requirements  and  are 
usually  the  most  cost  effective.

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On  August  18,  2003  after  interviewing  two  candidates  for  the  position,  the 
Board  appointed  Thomas  L.  McCaffrey  as  Fire  Chief  effective 
immediately  through  June  30,  2004. 

A  special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  November  17,  2003  to  approve 
funding  of  a  new  heating  system  for  the  Town  Hall.  The  old  steam  system 
continually  broke  down  and  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  system  became 
very  costly  and  more  frequent.  The  voting  room  and  the  second  floor  of 
the  building  had  no  heat  at  all. 

A  motion  to  approve  a  transfer  of  $32,902  from  the  Surplus  Overlay 
account  and  $25,098  from  Stabilization  was  approved  to  pay  for  the  new 
system  to  be  installed  later  this  calendar  year. 

Charter  Communications  installed  Cable  Internet  service  at  the  town  hall 
offices.  Dave  Richard  and  John  Skowyra,  along  with  Clayton  Rice 
donated  their  services  by  running  the  cables  to  each  office  computer. 

The  Town  received  $94,  762.52  in  Chapter  90  funds  for  various  road 
repairs  and  maintenance. 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  reimbursed  the 
Town  a  total  of  $6,468  is  costs  related  to  the  snowstorm  of  December  6-7, 
2003  after  the  Governor  declared  a  State  of  emergency  during  the  storm. 

At  the  request  of  Chief  Haapakoski,  the  Board  signed  a  Mutual  Aid 
Agreement  with  the  Town  Of  Spencer.  At  this  time,  we  now  have  Mutual 
Aid  Agreements  with  the  towns  of  Spencer,  New  Braintree,  Barre, 
Brookfield,  and  Rutland. 

On  May  24,  2004  following  the  Town  Election,  the  Board  reorganized  and 
named  Jeffrey  Young  as  Chairman,  Timothy  Toomey  as  Vice-Chairman 
and  Clayton  Rice  as  Clerk  Member. 

The  Board  accepted  an  invitation  from  Central  Massachusetts  Regional 
Planning  Commission  to  participate  in  informational  talks  with  other 
representative’s  from  Paxton,  Rutland  and  Barre  to  discuss  designating 
Route  122  as  a  scenic  byway.  Hank  Stone,  Wes  Dwelly  and  Bill  Mucha 
volunteered  to  serve  as  Oakhams  representatives  to  the  Scenic  Byway 
Committee. 
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This  office  applied  for  and  received  the  following  grants: 

1.  Department  of  Public  Safety /2  Pediatric  Defibrillators. 

These  2  additional  life  saving  devices  were  given  to  the  Police 
and  Fire  Chiefs  for  placement  in  Public  Safety  vehicles. 

2.  Department  of  Public  Safety/$12,820  reimbursable  grant  to 
purchase  Emergency  Response  supplies  and  or  equipment. 

After  consultation  with  the  Police,  Fire  and  Highway  Departments 
on  how  we  could  use  the  grant  award  to  our  best  advantage  within 
the  grant  guidelines,  it  was  decided  to  purchase  an  All  Terrain 
Vehicle  that  could  be  used  for  either  rescues  or  patrols  in  rough 
terrain  and  also  order  some  new  radio  equipment. 

3.  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency/  $900  grant  to 
purchase  equipment/supplies  for  Emergency  Management. 

The  grant  award  was  forwarded  to  our  new  Emergency 
Management  Director;  Mr.  Fred  Gehring  to  purchase  a  computer 
that  would  enable  him  to  update  the  towns’  emergency  plans. 

After  serving  several  years  on  the  Finance  Committee  Larry  Biro  has 
resigned  due  to  other  commitments.  We  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  Larry  for  all  his  hard  work  and  dedication  to  the  town. 

Stella  Anderson,  our  Library  Aide  for  over  30  years  has  retired  to  work  in 
her  garden.  Stella  has  given  a  lifetime  of  service  to  the  town  and  the 
Library.  It  will  not  be  the  same  without  her.  Thank  you  Stella.

The  Oakham  Fire  Department  started  off  FY  2004  under  the  direction  of 
Assistant  Chief  Tom  Snay.  Tom  Snay  a  30  year  plus  veteran  of  the  department 
was  appointed  acting  Chief  After  the  resignation  of  Richard  B.  Howe  effective 
June  30,  2003  the  Board  of  Selectman  appointed  Tom  Snay  as  acting  Chief 
while  the  selection  process  took  place.  The  Board  of  Selectman  decided  to  fill 
the  Chief  position  from  with  in  the  fire  department,  and  appointed  L.  Thomas 
McCaffrey  as  Chief  effective  September  2003. 

In  September,  the  Fire  Department  was  awarded  a  grant  from  the  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  for  the  purchase  of  training  materials  and  computer 
equipment.  This  grant  has  a  total  award  amount  of  $26,983.00  from  the  Federal 
Government  and  a  ten  percent  matching  funds  from  the  town  for  a  total  cost  of 
the  project  of  $  29,981.00.  This  grant  has  allowed  us  to  purchase  an  extensive 
library  of  training  videos,  DVD’s  and  student  books  along  with  the  necessary 
computer  equipment  to  present  the  classes  at  our  station. 

In  October,  Captain  Jeff  Nahkala  presented  a  Fire  safety  program  at  the 
Oakham  Center  School  with  the  help  of  Assistant  Chief  Tom  Snay  and 
Lieutenant  Glenn  Mardirosian.  Assistant  Chief  Tom  Snay  and  Captain  Jeff 
Nahkala  have  also  performed  all  required  fire  drills  and  safety  checks  at  the 
Oakham  Center  School  through  out  the  school  year. 

In  February,  the  Fire  Department  ambulance  went  through  its  inspection  by  the 
state  of  Massachusetts  and  passed  with  flying  colors.  Much  work  goes  into  the 
preparation  for  the  inspection;  our  EMS  coordinator.  Lieutenant  Bob  Tefft, 
completed  this  work 

In  June,  the  Fire  Department  was  awarded  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  (DCR)  for  the  purchase  of  wild 
land  fire  protection  equipment  with  a  total  value  to  the  town  of  not  to  exceed  $ 
2000.00  this  will  be  spent  in  the  Fy  05  budget. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Towns  people  for  their  support  of  the  department 
with  the  approval  at  the  annual  town  meeting  to  purchase  a  new  F350  truck  with 
a  utility  body  to  be  used  as  a  Forestry  vehicle. 

1  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  dedicated  Fire  Department  personnel  as  listed 
below  for  their  hard  work  and  the  support  they  have  given  me  in  this  first  year 
as  chief

new  playground  equipment  for  the  Oakham  Center  School.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Fiscal  2004  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Highway  Department.  General  road 
maintenance  consists  of  cold  patching,  road  edging,  regrading  gravel  roads, 
road  sweeping,  roadside  mowing  and  lawn  care  of  the  Town  Hall,  Wright 
Memorial  field.  Town  Common,  Fobes  Memorial  Library,  the  Public 
Safety  Complex  and  other  various  maintenance  projects. 

The  reconstruction  of  Bullard  Road,  Edson  Road  and  Dennis  Whitney 
Road  was  performed  by  the  Highway  Department  along  with  sub¬ 
contractors.  The  reconstruction  consisted  of  full  depth  reclamation, 
drainage  and  resurfacing.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  Oakham  Police  Department  has  realized  an 
increase  in  calls  for  service  and  activity.  In  2003  we  received  1,929. 
These  levels  increased  to  2,846  in  2004.  In  2004  we  increased  police 
patrols  by  adding  days  and  extending  hours  of  patrol.  By  doing  this  we 
have  made  the  department  more  available  to  the  citizens  to  report  crime, 
handle  traffic  complaints  and  respond  to  general  service  issues.  One  area  I 
have  identified  as  needing  improvement  is  the  department’s  ability  to 
conduct  in  depth  investigations.  One  of  out  goals  in  FY-06  budget  will  be 
to  improve  our  investigation  abilities.  We  will  accomplish  this  by 
increased  training,  networking  with  State  and  local  police  departments 
participating  in  the  local  crime  task  forces  and  streamlining  the  patrol 
operations. 

The  Oakham  Police  Department  has  been  involved  in  many  of  the 
Governor’s  Highway  Safety  Bureau’s  efforts  to  combat  impaired  driving, 
road  rage  and  seat  belt  usage.  As  a  result  we  received  a  $4,800  grant  for 
enforcement  and  a  $3,000  grant  for  traffic  equipment.  I  am  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association  and  I  hold  a  seat  on  the 
Traffic  &  Highway  Safety  Sub-Committee  on  this  Association.  Saving 
lives  and  educating  the  public  in  traffic  safety  is  a  high  priority  with  the 
Oakham  PD. 

We  received  a  Community  Policing  Grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Public  Safety  for  $12,000.  These  funds  helped  increase  our  patrols  and 
offset  some  of  the  computerization  costs  for  the  new  records  management 
system.  Our  internal  police  records  system  allows  officers  to  quickly  write 
reports  and  track  all  citations  issued,  intelligence  reports,  budget,  payroll 
and  training  records.  The  system  is  also  linked  to  the  Rutland  Dispatch 
Center,  which  allows  a  better  system  for  log  entries  and  communications. 
This  set  up  whereby  Oakham  and  Rutland  share  information  is  one  of  only 
a  few  systems  in  use  in  the  Northeast. 

The  proposed  budget  for  FY-06  will  allow  the  department  to  become  more 
effective  in  the  delivery  of  police  services  to  the  town.  One  major  funding 
item  is  the  reorganization  of  our  patrol  staff  and  the  streamlining  of  the 
day-to-day  operations.  If  approved,  this  will  be  accomplished  by  adding 
one  full  time  police  officer  and  a  fill-in  officer  known  as  a  permanent 
intermittent  officer  who  would  cover  the  fulltime  officer’s  days  off  and 
leave  time.  Effectively,  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  department  would 
consist  of  the  Chief,  one  full  time  officer  and  one  permanent  intermittent 
officer.  The  remaining  part  time  officers  will  be  used  when  needed  and 
paid  for  out  of  a  State  Community  Policing  Grant.  I  believe  that  this  plan 
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would  further  professionalize  the  department  and  provide  the  town  with 
quality  police  service. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Fire,  Highway,  School 
Departments,  Town  Hall  employees.  Boards  and  Committees  and  the 
citizens  of  Oakham  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Police  department.

Licensing  of  dogs  begins  March  V\  of  each  year.  Dog  owners  who  fail  to 
license  their  dog(s)  on  or  before  June  V\  of  any  year  shall  be  fined  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00).  Verification  of  current  rabies  certification 
from  owners’  veterinarian  and  certification  of  spayed/neutered  dogs  should 
be  brought  to  the  Town  Clerk,  along  with  the  correct  fees.  Tags  must  be 
placed  on  each  dog  as  soon  as  received  and  must  be  worn  for  the  entire 
year. 

The  Town  of  Oakham  enforces  the  State  Law,  which  requires  that  all  dogs 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  their  owner  24  hours  per  day. 

In  addition  to  a  daily  boarding  fee,  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  for 
an  unlicensed  dog  plus  the  fee  of  the  license  will  be  paid  by  the  owner 
prior  to  the  return  of  a  dog  that  is  impounded. 

Any  dog  that  is  not  claimed  within  ten  days  of  being  impounded  will  be 
placed  in  a  kennel/pound  for  adoption.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Council  On  Aging  continued  with  its  mission  to  identify  the  total 
needs  of  Oakham’s  elder  population,  and  to  link  services  to  those  needs,  so 
as  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  of  our  senior  citizens  throughout  the  entire 
year.  The  scope  of  these  services  included  social,  educational,  health, 
medical,  nutritional,  and  transport  aspects.  Early  in  the  season,  our  survey 
indicated  that  there  were  132  Oakham  households  with  one  or  more  seniors 
in  residence,  with  a  great  diversity  of  circumstance  and  needs.  Some 
seniors  lived  with  younger  family  members;  some  shared  housing  with 
other  seniors;  others  lived  alone. 

To  identify  needs  and  to  plan  the  appropriate  programs,  the  Council  On 
Aging  conducted  monthly  meetings  during  the  past  year.  The  fiscal  year 
started  with  these  meetings  held  on  the  third  Thursday  each  month;  later  in 
the  year,  we  shifted  meetings  to  the  third  Wednesday  afternoon  for  the 
convenience  of  members  and  to  encourage  attendance  by  the  interested 
public.  The  Council  members,  the  meal  site  manager,  and  occasional 
visitors/observers  attended  the  meetings.  These  were  open  meetings  with 
everyone  welcome. 

During  the  year,  we  offered  healthy  nutritious  lunches  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Thursday,  &  Friday  under  the  direction  of  Kim  Ahlin,  our  meal 
site  manager.  About  35  meals  per  week  were  prepared  and  served  to  the 
seniors  in  the  Senior  Center,  which  is  located  in  the  basement  area  of  the 
Town  Hall.  In  addition,  we  provided  ‘Meals-on- Wheels’  luncheon  service 
to  any  town  senior  citizen  who  was  home  bound.  A  per  meal  donation  was 
asked. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  senior  center  was  open  from  9:30am  until  1:30pm 
during  meal  days.  On  Wednesday,  the  senior  center  was  open  from  1pm 
until  4pm  for  socializing,  television,  jigsaw  puzzling,  and  conversation; 
coffee,  tea  and  snacks  were  provided.  Reading  material,  playing  cards, 
board  games,  &  computers  were  always  available  for  use. 

Intergenerational  programs  included  weekly  contact  with  graders  from 
Oakham  Center  School  who  volunteered  their  assistance  with  socializing 
and  luncheon  service  on  Tuesdays  whenever  school  was  in  session.  In 
addition,  the  Oakham  Center  School  hosted  their  annual  December 
luncheon  for  seniors,  with  service  by  the  upper  classes,  followed  by  vocal 
&  instrument  concert.  These  contacts  functioned  to  keep  seniors  abreast  of 
the  thoughts,  opinions,  and  growth  of  the  “echo-boomer”  generation. 
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In  June,  a  Brown  Bag  Lunch  with  all  graders  from  the  Oakham  Center 
School  was  conducted  for  the  Oakham  seniors  at  the  Center;  the  COA 
provided  ice  cream  sundaes  for  dessert.  We  all  had  a  great  time! 

Monthly  programs  included  evening  Bingo  w/  refreshments  (last  Friday 
each  month)  with  attendance  averaging  about  25,  and  blood  pressure  & 
pulse  rate  screening  (after  lunch  on  2"^^  Tuesday  each  month)  provided  by  a 
nurse  with  an  average  of  15  seniors  per  session,  availing  themselves  of  this 
service. 

Other  monthly  programs  included  lectures  (or  info  sessions)  on  various 
aspects  of  finance,  health,  legal  issues,  and  scams  affecting  seniors; 
lecturers  included  knowledgeable  representatives  from  the  district 
attorney’s  office,  medical  professionals,  and  income  tax  preparers.  Also 
monthly,  the  COA  published  a  Newsletter  “The  Herald”  which  was 
mailed/delivered  to  all  town  seniors  and  to  selected  “out-of-towners”  who 
have  expressed  an  interest  in  our  senior  doings. 

From  the  General  Court  in  the  Statehouse,  our  local  Representative  Lew 
Evangelidis  and  our  State  Senator  Steve  Brewer  both  visited  multiple  times 
during  the  year,  affording  our  seniors  the  opportunity  to  discuss  areas  of 
concern  with  them. 

During  the  fall,  we  offered  the  annual  flu  vaccine  shots  to  all  town  seniors 
at  the  Senior  Center. 

Our  annual  programs  included  holiday  fruit  baskets  presented  in  December 
to  all  town  senior  citizens  who  were  75  years  of  age  or  older.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  town  Scouts  and  their  Leaders,  who  braved  the  freezing 
weather  to  deliver  these  baskets.  After  the  deliveries,  we  all  enjoyed  hot 
chocolate  and  cookies  in  the  senior  center. 

Later  in  December,  we  had  our  annual  Christmas  Party  at  the  Oakham 
Senior  Center,  which  featured  a  fine  luncheon  and  gift  exchange.  State 
Representative  Evangelidis  and  State  Senator  Brewer  attended.  Our  past 
State  Rep  Tuttle  played  Santa  Claus,  and  handed  out  the  gifts.  The 
Goldenaires  provided  musical  entertainment,  and  led  the  seniors  in  Xmas 
caroling. 

Our  Valentine’s  Day  Dinner  was  held  at  Fellowship  Hall  in  the  Oakham 
Congregational  Church  on  15  February.  Fifty-two  seniors  attended.  The 
local  church  youth  group  decorated  the  Hall;  and  the  church  members 
prepared  &  served  the  excellent  food.  Our  thanks  are  extended  to  all  of 
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them.  Musical  entertainment  was  provided  by  ‘The  Otters’,  which  was 
funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Oakham  Cultural  Council. 

In  March,  the  IRS  VITA  program  provided  free  Income  Tax  preparation 
assistance  for  all  seniors  who  required  it.  Some  eleven  seniors  utilized  this 
service. 

In  August,  the  Council  on  Aging  provided  an  Open  House  with 
refreshments  in  cool  surroundings  to  the  hundreds  of  visitors  attending  the 
Oakham  School  Reunion.  And  later  in  the  month,  we  conducted  a  bake 
sale  during  the  Oakham  Fire/Police  Departments  bi-annual  softball  game, 
raising  over  $100  for  the  town  public  safety  Auxiliaries. 

In  September,  the  Oakham  town  Police  Department  hosted  a  chicken  BBQ 
at  Lake  Dean  Campground  Pavilion  for  town  seniors.  Over  sixty  seniors 
attended. 

The  Council  on  Aging  continued  its  medical  equipment  loan  program  for 
those  seniors  who  have  a  temporary  requirement.  During  the  year,  we 
loaned  out  several  items  that  were  returned  when  not  needed. 

Other  programs  that  continued  as  needed  were-  - 

Home  visits  to  sick,  disabled,  shut-ins,  hospital  &  nursing  homes.

Report  of  the  Librarian 

The  basement  remodeling  continued  to  progress  causing  no  major  upsets  in 
regular  library  service.  With  the  continued  financing  from  the  town  and 
the  eventual  interest  from  the  Crombie  Trust,  the  newly  remodeled  area 
will  become  the  new  children  and  young  adult  area,  which  will  be  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  present  facility  when  completed,  hopefully  during 
2005.  When  this  occurs  the  present  library  will  be  used  mainly  by  adults 
who  wish  to  borrow  books,  do  research,  study  or  just  relax.  It’s  an  exciting 
project  that  will  benefit  the  entire  community  for  years  to  come. 

A  few  other  changes  also  occurred.  Stella  Anderson,  our  library  aide  for 
more  than  thirty  years,  retired.  Michelle  McKeen  was  welcomed  as  a  new 
library  trustee  bringing  support  and  new  ideas  to  the  group. 

Despite  my  many  absences  because  of  illness  in  my  family,  I  managed  to 
hold  our  usual  preschool  story  hours  each  Tuesday  morning  from  10-11 
a.m.  and  with  assistance  held  a  small  but  interesting  summer  reading 
program  for  school  age  youngsters. 

A  program  on  Indian  culture  was  held  in  October  and  poetry  and  writing 
sessions  were  offered  at  the  library  with  Ralph  Hughes  instructing  and 
overseeing  the  efforts  of  those  who  enrolled.  A  poetry  reading  night  and  a 
writer’s  and  poetry  contest  for  both  children  and  adults  was  held.  Our 
usual  Christmas  tree  lighting  program  was  offered  (during  the  worst  snow 
storm  of  the  year)  and  the  Robert  Wile  Children’s  Art  Festival  was  a  great 
success  resulting  in  a  unique  quilt  containing  squares  that  were  made  by 
the  children  now  hangs  in  the  library  for  all  to  see. 

Our  slightly  larger  book  budget  allowed  us  to  purchase  a  new  World  Book 
encyclopedia  and  a  large  number  of  accelerated  reading  books  that  are  used 
by  our  Quabbin  Regional  Middle  School  students.  We  were  also  pleased 
to  receive  a  grant  from  the  Libra  Foundation  through  a  matching  grant 
from  the  Friends  of  the  Fobes  Memorial  Library  that  added  another  thirty- 
six  new  books  to  the  children’s  collection.  We  strive  to  please  our  adult 
readers  as  well  and  usually  have  many  books  that  appear  on  the  bestseller 
lists.  However,  if  we  don’t  have  what  you  need  or  want,  we  can  usually 
get  any  book  for  you  through  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Library 
inter-library  system  within  a  short  time. 

We  still  have  a  large  collection  of  children’s  and  young  adult  videos,  a 
collection  of  books  on  tape  for  adults  and  children,  some  music  C.D.’s  and 
children’s  games  that  you  may  borrow  free  of  charge.  A  computer  is  also 
available  for  use.  A  copy  machine  and  a  fax  machine  are  available  to  use 
for  a  small  fee.

We  expect  to  be  able  to  keep  limited  sections  of  the  building  open  as  the 
work  continues  and  hope  that  Oakham’s  library  uses  will  be  patient-the 
end  result  will  be  worth  the  chaos. 

Over  the  past  year,  we  replaced  selected  windows  on  the  upper  floor.  Tim 
Toomey  donated  their  installation;  Susan  Turnbull  and  Susan  Meyer 
painted  them.  On  the  lower  level,  Peter  Joyce  donated  his  services  to 
waterproof  the  interior  of  the  masonry  walls.  Ralph  Dwelly  contributed 
many  odd  jobs  including  rebuilding  the  old  staircase  to  make  it  safe  until  it 
is  replaced.  Mike  Russ  a  former  Building  Committee  member  who  still 
attends  occasional  meetings  donated  all  the  rough  plumbing.  As  you  can 
see,  we  are  very  much  a  working  committee.  The  walls  have  been  framed, 
a  new  concrete  floor  has  been  poured,  and  the  whole  building  has  been 
rewired  for  the  computer  age.  The  new  heating  system  has  worked  well 
and  reduced  our  energy  bills.

The  next  year  will  bring  great  upheaval  at  the  library.  Stop  in  and  check 
out  our  progress;  and  please,  don’t  be  surprised  if  you  are  approached  to 
contribute  to  the  work-we  will  be  looking  for  help  with  a  wide  range  of 
tasks  from  painting  to  moving  books  and  computerizing  the  collection.  As 
the  sign  on  the  front  lawn  of  the  library  proclaims-Come  join  our  success!

FISCAL  2004  REPORT 


It  was  business  as  usual,  paying  bills,  looking  after  the  building  and 
keeping  things  happening.  However,  the  years  have  taken  their  toll  on  the 
staff.  After  35  years  of  service  to  the  Library,  Library  Aide  Stella 
Anderson  retired.  Stella  and  her  late  husband  Pete  gave  many  hours  of 
labor  and  love  to  4  Maple  Street.  Pete  built  many  bookcases  and  record 
stands  of  all  shapes  and  sizes.  Stella  catalogued  and  shelved  many  books. 
Stella  complained  all  through  the  spring  that  her  working  one  day  a  week 
was  keeping  her  from  her  garden,  but  we  wouldn’t  release  her  until  we 
hired  a  new  aide,  she  had  to  wait  until  the  end  of  June!  We  wish  her  well 
out  there  in  her  garden. 

Though  it  is  Mrs.  Stone  that  gets  all  of  the  credit  for  keeping  the  library 
together  for  the  past  35+  years,  we  all  know  that  it  would  not  have  been 
possible  for  her  to  have  done  it  all  alone.  Mr.  Fred  Stone  was  the  Library’s 
right  hand  man.  He  had  installed  the  “new”  furnace  40  years  ago  that  we 
just  replaced.  He  had  kept  the  front  door  lock  in  working  order,  fixed  the 
broken  sash  cords,  changed  many  a  light  and  taken  home  the  garbage. 
Fred  corralled  the  bats,  checked  the  attic  for  leaks  and  shoveled  the  walks 
for  years.  He  collected  the  mail  every  Tuesday  at  the  Post  Office. 
Maintenance  man  at  the  library  doesn’t  pay  anything.  It  is  a  true  labor  of 
love  to  this  wonderful  ornate  building.  Mr.  Stone  passed  away  in  August 
2004. 

The  Board  welcomed  Michelle  McKeen  who  was  appointed  to  fill  a 
vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  She  brings  lots  of  great  ideas  with  her 
to  every  meeting. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  made  a  lot  of  decisions  for  Fiscal  2005  and 
beyond.  Among  them  was  the  need  to  staff  the  library  with  two  people  at 
all  times  and  the  2005  budget  was  planned  and  approved  accordingly.  The 
process  was  set  in  motion  to  advertise  and  interview  candidates  for  the 
position  of  Library  Aide. 

The  library’s  collection  is  being  weeded  in  anticipation  of  electronic 
cataloging.  The  videos  will  be  catalogued  and  coded  by  rating  and  will  be 
checked  in  and  out  like  books. 

Construction  has  not  interfered  seriously  with  the  operation  of  the  library, 
yet.  The  new  furnace  installed  in  April  2003  and  the  new  windows 
installed  in  upstairs  in  November  2003  made  a  huge  difference  in  fuel 
consumption.  We  were  able  to  save  almost  one  third  of  our  usual 
expenditure  even  though  it  was  a  harsh  winter. 

As  the  year-end  approached,  we  targeted  the  teen  reading  section  of  the 
library  and  with  the  help  of  the  Quabbin  Accelerated  Reading  List  we  now 
have  a  nice  collection,  labeled  for  easy  reference. 
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The  Crombie  Trust  is  still  in  legal  limbo.  The  Board  has  not  relinquished 
the  Estate  to  allow  it  to  be  probated.  Town  Council,  Bowditch  &  Dewey, 
has  stated  that  there  are  no  instances  of  gross  negligence  and  therefore  the 
Estate  should  be  released.  However,  as  the  town  has  appointed  new  legal 
council,  the  Board  feels  that  a  second  opinion  would  be  a  wise  move.  We 
have  sent  the  file  to  Kopelman  &  Paige  for  further  review. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  Tina  Wilson  for  stepping  in  to 
fill  in  for  Mrs.  Stone  during  her  husband’s  illness.  We  greatly  appreciate 
all  of  her  help  and  devotion. 

Things  are  happening  at  your  local  library.  Come  on  in,  we  are  friendly 
and  we  have  something  for  everyone.

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QUABBIN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT  2004 

The  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  opened  its  doors  to  3324 
students  in  the  fall  of  2003.  This  enrollment  number  represented  a  slight 
decrease  in  student  population  in  the  school  district  when  compared  to  the 
previous  school  year.  While  the  decrease  was  slight,  it  did  confirm  student 
population  projections  previously  posited  by  demographic  specialists 
contracted  by  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  Committee  some  five  (5)  years 
ago.  The  School  Committee  is  ever  conscious  of  the  need  to  ensure  that 
there  is  sufficient  and  appropriate  educational  space  for  all  youngsters 
within  the  communities  of  the  Quabbin  District.  Currently,  due  to  the 
foresight  and  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  the  member  towns,  students 
within  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  continue  to  enjoy  attending 
school  in  well-maintained  and  modern  educational  facilities. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  the  last  two  budget  years,  the  level  of  state 
funding  for  schools  has  continued  to  decrease.  As  a  result,  the  ability  of  the 
school  district  to  address  student  needs  and  to  pursue  and  accomplish  new 
federal  and  state  mandates  has  diminished.  In  response  to  the  diminution  of 
state  funding,  many  contiguous  school  districts  were  forced  to  levy 
numerous  student  fees  in  order  to  maintain  necessary  school  programs. 
Fortunately,  due  to  the  use  of  school  district  financial  reserves  to 
supplement  the  school  district’s  operating  budget,  the  Quabbin  Regional 
School  District  was  not  forced  to  institute  “student  fees”  and  was  able  to 
continue  to  offer  students  a  wide  variety  of  co-  and  extra-curricular  school 
activities.  The  ability  to  offer  such  co-  and  extra-curricular  activities  in  the 
future  will  be  dependent  upon  receipt  of  sufficient  state  funds.  Should  the 
state  fail  to  increase  its  level  of  financial  support  for  schools,  the  Quabbin 
district  may  well  be  forced  to  consider  the  institution  of  fees  similar  to 
those  already  levied  in  other  school  districts. 

The  focus  on  high  stakes  testing  in  public  schools  continues  not 
only  across  the  state,  but  also  across  the  country.  Students  within  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  participate  in  all  state  and  federally 
mandated  testing  programs.  As  has  become  the  expectation,  the 
performance  of  Quabbin  students  on  the  tests  mandated  by  both  state  and 
federal  laws  related  to  both  elementary  and  secondary  education  continues 
to  be  strong.  During  the  2003-04  school  year,  all  schools  within  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  continued  to  demonstrate  “adequate 
yearly  progress”  (AYR).  In  addition  to  the  state- mandated  testing 
programs,  the  school  district  has  begun  to  study  the  development  and 
implementation  of  school  level  or  internal  accountability  programs 
designed  to  ensure  that  each  and  every  student  has  access  to  classroom 
activities  designed  to  enable  students  to  become  familiar  with  and  to 
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eventually  master  all  educational  standards  identified  in  the  state’s 
curriculum  frameworks.  The  school  district  is  fortunate  to  have  a  talented 
and  skilled  faculty  and  administration  capable  of  providing  the 
instructional  programs  necessary  for  student  success.  Like  all  school 
districts  across  the  state  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  must 
participate  in  a  number  of  comprehensive  accountability  audits  scheduled 
to  occur  during  the  next  two  years.  These  audits  are  will  be  conducted  by 
personnel  from  a  private  financial  audit  firm,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education,  and  the  Office  of  Educational  Accountability. 
During  the  past  school  year,  preparing  for  these  audits  required  the  time 
and  attention  of  many  on  the  school  staff.  While  all  hope  that  new 
mandated  accountability  standards  for  public  schools  will  serve  to  improve 
educational  opportunities  for  students,  the  time  to  “ready”  the  school 
district  for  such  evaluative  processes  often  forces  school  staff  off  of  the 
day-to-day  work  with  students  that  is  ever  so  important.  However,  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  is  committed  to  providing  effective 
school  programs  and  recognizes  that  the  “assessment”  of  such  programs  by 
individuals  independent  of  the  school  district  serves  an  important  purpose. 

During  the  2003-04  school  year,  the  Quabbin  Regional  School 
Committee  began  a  series  of  educational  program  audits.  Specifically,  the 
school  committee  heard  reports  about  a  number  of  school  programs 
including  math,  social  studies,  health,  etc.  These  reports  included  student 
performance  data  and  were  presented  by  faculty  members.  In  this  process, 
the  committee  sought  not  only  to  identify  effective  programs,  but  also  to 
understand  better  circumstances  that  might  diminish  the  quality  of 
educational  programs  offered  in  the  school  district.  The  program  audits 
provided  the  committee  and  school  leaders  with  useful  information  about 
how  best  to  improve  present  program  offerings.  The  need  to  continuously 
examine  and  improve  school  programs  remains  a  focus  for  the  school 
committee  and  school  staff.  It  is  this  work  that  will  enable  all  students  to 
access  effective  educational  programs  geared  both  to  their  needs  and  state 
curriculum  standards.  The  students  in  Quabbin  Regional  School  District 
continue  to  enjoy  much  success.  Their  successes  are  in  some  measure  the 
result  of  the  efforts  of  those  of  us  fortunate  enough  to  work  with  them 
while  they  are  in  school.  However,  much  of  their  success  is  the  result  of 
the  efforts  of  family  and  community  members  who  see  the  children  of  the 
member  towns  as  their  most  important  resource.  Finally,  the  students  and 
staff  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  are  ever  grateful  to  the 
citizens  of  the  member  towns  from  which  it  receives  not  only  consistent 
financial  support,  but  also  personal  support  and  assistance  for  our  most 
important  work.

This  year  we  have  implemented  a  couple  of  curriculum  changes  in  the 
Social  Studies  Department.  We  are  no  longer  offering  World  History  I  in 
the  9^  grade  as  that  class  has  moved  to  grade  8  to  align  with  the 
frameworks.  We  have  also  implemented  the  new  senior  course  in  social 
studies:  Global  Perspectives.  This  course  will  serve  as  a  capstone  social 
studies  course  that  will  consider  significant  concerns  of  the  twenty-first 
century  in  their  historical  context.  This  course  will  emphasize  critical 
thinking  and  writing  skills. 

Faculty  and  Staff  Committee  Work 

This  year  the  faculty  worked  on  compliance  with  the  federal  No  Child  Left 
Behind  Act.  The  work  done  by  faculty  in  this  area  included,  but  was  not 
limited  to,  alignment  of  all  curriculum  with  the  state  frameworks, 
development  of  pre-  and  post-tests  to  measure  student  academic 
achievement,  the  discussion  of  different  pedagogical  approaches,  the 
development  of  common  in-course  assessments,  and  the  development  of 
common  final  exams.  Teachers  also  worked  on  gathering  and  analyzing  a 
great  deal  of  student  assessment  data  with  the  focus  being  on  using  the  data 
to  inform  decisions  about  curriculum  and  instruction.  Also,  during  the 
year,  several  high  school  departments  made  presentations  to  the  Quabbin 
Regional  School  District  Committee  regarding  the  work  they  have  done  in 
complying  with  NCLB.  Although  we  have  made  some  excellent  progress, 
this  is  a  long-term  effort  that  we  will  be  working  toward  for  the  next  few 
years. 


School  Council 

The  High  School  Council  met  several  times  during  the  course  of  the  year. 
The  council  reviewed  the  progress  made  toward  meeting  the  goals  of  the 
2002-2003  school  improvement  plan  and  developed  a  school  improvement 
plan  for  the  2003-2004  school  year.  In  addition,  the  council  also  worked  to 
review  the  Student  Handbook  changes,  as  well  as  review  the  FY  2005 
budget  and  its  impact  on  the  high  school.  As  always,  school  council 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage  anyone  who  is  interested 
in  serving  on  the  council  to  call  the  high  school  office  and  make  their 
interest  known.

(MCAS) 


At  the  time  of  graduation  this  year,  100%  of  the  members  of  the  class  had 
passed  MCAS  and  met  that  state-mandated  graduation  requirement.

On  Monday,  February  the  Middle/High  School  hosted  a  Joint  Senate 
and  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  Hearing  for  the  public  safety 
budget  for  fiscal  2005.  Senator  Stephen  Brewer  was  joined  by  members  of 
both  houses  of  the  legislature,  Edward  A.  Flynn,  Secretary  of  Public 
Safety,  a  number  of  the  District  Attorneys,  the  State  Fire  Marshall, 
representatives  from  the  State  Police  as  well  as  other  local  law  officials, 
and  other  individuals  from  the  public  safety  sector.  Our  facilities 
department  put  in  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  to  prepare  the  building  for 
our  special  visitors,  and  as  always,  the  building  truly  shined.  Our  students 
represented  the  school  in  a  very  positive  fashion  and  we  received  a  number 
of  very  complimentary  comments  about  the  learning  environment  at  the 
Middle/High  School. 

During  the  week  of  March  22-26  our  music  department  hosted  an  artist  in 
residence.  Professor  Chas  Baker  of  Kent  State  University  worked  with 
students  in  our  district  for  most  of  the  week.  The  culminating  event  of  this 
week’s  program  was  a  dinner  for  parents  and  musicians  as  well  as  a 
concert  that  featured  the  High  School  Jazz  Ensemble.  The  time  that 
Professor  Baker  spent  with  our  students  was  truly  amazing.  By  all 
accounts  our  student  musicians  had  a  tremendous  experience  and  lots  of 
folks  have  expressed  enthusiastic  support  for  hosting  similar  programs  in 
the  future.

2002-2003 


During  the  summer  of  2003,  Mrs.  Sheila  Muir  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  vacated  by  Martha  Femino  who 
moved  to  Ruggles  Lane.  Mrs.  Muir  had  been  a  math  teacher  at  the  Middle 
School  for  seven  years,  serving  as  Math  Curriculum  Liaison  the  last  four 
years. 

To  welcome  students  and  parents  to  the  Middle  School,  orientation  nights 
were  held  for  seventh  grade  on  Monday,  August  25  and  for  eighth  grade  on 
Tuesday,  August  26.  Student  schedules  were  distributed  and  a  mock 
schedule  was  followed  so  that  parents  and  students  could  meet  teachers 
and  learn  classroom  expectations.  Attendance  for  both  nights  was 
extremely  high  with  95%  of  seventh  graders  and  85%  of  eighth  graders 
attending.  These  orientation  nights  seem  to  lessen  the  anxiety  of  a  new 
school  year  for  both  students  and  parents. 

On  Tuesday,  August  26,  we  welcomed  277  seventh  graders.  Wednesday, 
August  27  saw  the  arrival  of  291  eighth  graders.  This  made  the  total 
Middle  School  student  enrollment  568  as  of  opening  day. 

On  September  17,  2003,  we  celebrated  the  success  of  our  2002-2003 
Project  Citizen  Team.  Last  year  the  problem  they  chose  to  research  and 
write  an  action  plan  for  was  “Overpopulation  of  the  Beavers”.  The 
fourteen  students  began  work  in  March  of  2003  and  competed  at  the  state 
level  in  June.  Their  project  won  in  Massachusetts  and  was  sent  to  the 
National  Conference  of  State  Legislators  in  California  in  August.  The 
projects  were  judged  and  ours  received  the  highest  rating  “superior”.  The 
2003-2004  project  centered  on  redeemable  cans  and  bottles.  On  May  27, 
2004,  Lt.  Governor  Kerry  Healy  came  to  Quabbin  for  a  brief  visit  and  a 
question  and  answer  session  about  issues  surrounding  this  year’s  project. 
On  June  4,  2004,  the  team  was  successful  on  the  state  level  and  their 
project  was  sent  to  Salt  Lake  City  for  a  second  round  of  competition. 
Congratulations  to  the  students  and  advisors  Erin  Stevens  and  Todd 
Stewart. 

On  January  8,  2004,  the  seventh  grade  held  its  first  Geography  Bee. 
Students  competed  in  their  social  studies  classes  for  the  right  to  participate 
during  our  school  assembly.  Samuel  Frost  was  victorious  over  seven 
classmates.  His  next  step  was  to  complete  a  written  qualifying  test  where 
he  scored  in  the  top  100  in  Massachusetts  and  advanced  to  the  state 
Geography  Bee  in  April. 
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For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  six  grade  eight  students  and  two  grade 
seven  students  competed  in  the  MATHCOUNTS  competition.  Although 
we  did  not  place  in  the  top  three  positions  to  qualify  for  state  competition, 
much  valuable  experience  was  gained.  We  look  forward  to  next  year’s 
competition  with  great  enthusiasm.  Thanks  to  Paul  Morello  and  Mary 
Como  who  are  the  MATHCOUNTS  advisors. 

On  April  7,  2004,  forty-four  eighth  grade  students  were  inducted  into  the 
National  Junior  Honor  Society.  To  be  considered  for  membership, 
students  must  have  a  90%  average  for  six  consecutive  marking  terms, 
demonstrate  good  leadership  skills,  and  be  involved  in  community  service. 

The  Middle  School  has  continued  its  community  involvement  through 
“Trick  or  Treat  for  UNICEF”  collecting  $1,117.00  in  2003  and  donations 
of  canned  goods,  collected  at  Middle  School  dances,  to  benefit  local  food 
banks.  Grade  seven  social  studies  teachers  are  coordinating  a  drive  to 
collect  aluminum  tabs  from  beverage  cans  to  benefit  the  Shriners 
Orthopedic  Hospital  in  Springfield  and  Shriners  Burns  Hospital  in  Boston. 
In  June  of  2004,  1.6  million  tabs  were  collected. 

Eighth  grade  students  had  special  speakers  and  trips  during  the  school  year. 
Mrs.  Sunnie  Epstein,  a  Holocaust  survivor,  spoke  about  the  history  of  the 
Holocaust  and  hate  crimes.  This  was  coordinated  with  literature  studies  in 
English  classes  and  the  visit  to  the  Holocaust  Museum  during  the 
Washington,  D.C.  trip.  On  Tuesday,  April  13,  2004,  239  students  and  their 
chaperones  traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.  Their  trip  included  the 
Smithsonian  Museums,  a  tour  of  Arlington  National  Cemetery,  the 
Holocaust  Museum,  a  trip  to  National  Zoo,  the  Twilight  Tattoo,  and  a  night 
bus  tour  of  Washington,  D.C. 

The  fourth  annual  Craft  Fair  was  held  in  the  Quabbin  cafeteria  on 
Saturday,  March  27.  This  is  a  major  fundraiser  for  the  eighth  grade 
Washington,  D.C.  trip.  This  year  sixty-three  crafters  participated  causing 
us  to  expand  to  the  mezzanine  and  middle  school  gym.  We  want  to  thank 
all  those  in  the  community  who  support  our  Craft  Fair. 

Seventh  grade  special  events  included  a  December  16,  2003  trip  to 
Symphony  Hall  in  Springfield  to  attend  the  Chamber  Repertory  Theatre 
production  of  five  classic  short  stories  that  had  been  read  and  studied  in 
English  classes.  Yoko  Kawashima  Watkins,  author  of  So  Far  From  the 
Bamboo  Grove,  spent  November  14  visiting  with  our  social  studies  classes 
discussing  her  life  as  a  young  Japanese  girl  who  was  forced  to  flee  North 
Korea  at  the  end  of  World  War  II.  May  27  and  28  was  the  date  for  the 
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grade  seven  overnight.  The  theme  of  this  year’s  event  included 
international  music,  art,  and  cultural  activities.  Homeroom  competition 
was  held  in  the  gym  and  students  participated  in  a  talent  show  for  their 
peers.  June  8  was  the  date  for  the  New  York  City  field  trip.  The  trip 
included  a  bus  tour  of  New  York  City  including  a  stop  at  Ground  Zero  and 
a  visit  to  the  Bronx  Zoo,  which  is  organized  by  geographic  regions  of  the 
world  and  coordinates  with  grade  world  geography. 

On  March  30,  2004,  students  in  grade  seven  completed  the  long 
composition  portion  of  the  MCAS  tests.  The  testing  continued  on  May  17 
with  grade  seven  completing  English/Language  Arts  and  grade  eight  taking 
Mathematics  and  Science  &  Technology/Engineering. 

The  arts  are  an  important  part  of  the  curricula  and  co-curricula  activities  at 
the  middle  school.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  a  drama  club  has  come 
to  the  middle  school.  Senior  Brianna  Guimond,  under  the  direction  of 
drama  teacher  Glenda  Cresto,  completed  a  senior  project,  which  included 
entering  a  play  in  the  Massachusetts  Middle  School  Drama  Festival  held  in 
Lynnfield,  Massachusetts.  “The  Scheme  of  the  Driftless  Shifter”  earned  a 
bronze  medal  and  much  admiration  from  their  middle  school  peers. 
Artwork  from  middle  school  students  was  entered  into  the  Boston  Globe 
Scholastic  Art  Competition.  Justin  Hall  received  a  Silver  Key  and  Kyle 
Pryzpek  received  Honorable  Mention.  Student  art  decorates  the  halls  and 
office  of  the  middle  school.  Several  vocal  and  instrumental  concerts  are 
held  throughout  the  year.  New  this  year  is  the  jazz  band,  which  meets  at 
6:30  a.m.  on  Tuesday  mornings.  Thanks  to  Bob  Pereira  and  Toni 
Musnicki  who  make  this  wonderful  experience  possible  for  the  ten  to 
fifteen  early  rising  students.  On  February  7,  2004  Quabbin  hosted  the 
Middle  School  Central  District  Music  Festival  Auditions.  Over  1,400 
students  from  central  Massachusetts  auditioned  to  participate  in  the  festival 
held  in  May.  Four  Quabbin  students  were  selected  for  the  band,  nine  for 
chorus  and  one  for  orchestra. 

May  and  June  saw  numerous  awards  and  honors  programs.  The  Honors 
Breakfast,  prepared  and  served  by  staff,  honors  students  who  achieved 
honor  roll  status  for  three  marking  terms.

SCHOOL  YEAR  2003/2004 

What  an  exciting  year!  We  began  with  Mrs.  Priscilla  LaViolette  joining 
our  staff  in  August  as  a  grade  six  teacher.  Priscilla  is  an  experienced 
teacher  who  came  to  us  from  the  New  Braintree  Grade  School.  Priscilla  has 
been  a  wonderful  addition  to  the  school.  In  January  of  2004,  a  third  Pre- 
School  Classroom  was  added  to  our  program.  Mrs.  Lynn  Fritscher  joined 
us  as  a  pre-school  teacher,  along  with  two  new  aides,  Jessica  Kontoes  and 
Jean  Johnson.  Our  year  seemed  filled  with  activities  that  were  both  fun 
and  educational.  Among  those  notable  happenings  were: 

Creation  of  a  Playground  Study  Committee  by  the  Parent  Advisory 
Council.  This  committee  performed  the  remarkable  task  of  studying  our 
existing  playground,  planning  a  replacement  playground  and,  finally, 
presenting  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  floor  an  article  that  provided  the 
majority  of.  funding  for  the  project;  all  in  a  very  short  three  months! 
Students  can  now  look  forward  to  returning  to  school  in  September  with  a 
brand  new  playground  in  place. 

Students,  with  the  help  of  teachers  Helen  Poirier  and  Kathleen  Johnson, 
produced  another  unique  “Memory  Book”.  The  Memory  Book  this  year 
was  dedicated  to  the  members  of  our  custodial  staff:  Barbara  Crawford, 
John  Fritscher,  and  Jim  Shaulis.  The  dedication  of  the  yearbook  to  them  is 
another  example  of  our  school  being  one  very  large  “family”.  Everyone  in 
the  building  shares  the  work  and  rewards  of  educating  our  students.  The 
Editor  of  this  year’s  Memory  Book  was  Erin  Brown,  with  Kelsey  Toomey 
serving  as  Assistant  Editor. 

For  the  27^^  consecutive  year,  students  of  grade  six  participated  in  a 
weeklong  trip  to  the  ocean.  “Nature’s  Classroom”,  provides  our  sixth  grade 
students  with  a  wonderful  culminating  activity  to  their  first  seven  years  of 
schooling.  Sixth  grade  teachers  Michelle  Zalneraitis  and  Priscilla 
LaViolette  did  a  great  job  fund  raising,  planning  and  organizing  this  trip 
The  Parents  Advisory  Council  once  again  functioned  as  an  important 
component  of  our  school.  PAC  hosted  a  variety  of  programs  and  activities 
that  included  the  Annual  Spring  Dance,  the  Anti-Bullying  Assembly, 
sponsorship  of  two  $250  scholarships  to  Oakham  residents,  numerous  field 
trips,  sponsorship  of  the  Red  Cross  Babysitting  Courses,  and  the  Holiday 
Marketplace  for  students,  and  the  Playground  Study  Committee. 

The  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  of  Free  Masons  sponsored  the  CHIP  program  for  all 
of  our  students.  This  wonderful  child  identification  program  provided  over 
one  hundred  ninety  students  with  identifications  cards,  personal  videos, 
and  dental  impressions.  A  special  thank  you  to  our  school  maintenance 
man,  John  Fritscher,  for  organizing  this  project. 
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Our  Student  Council  was  very  active  promoting  school  spirit  throughout 
the  year.  Among  the  many  activities  provided  were  Crazy  Hair  Day, 
Stuffed  Animal  Day,  Color  Week,  Red  Sox  Day,  Patriots  Football  Day, 
Disney  Day,  Ice  Cats  Day,  and  the  Summer  Safety  Program.  The  Student 
Council  also  raised  money  over  the  course  of  the  year  to  donate  to  the 
Norman  Fafard  Fund  at  the  Senior  Center  and  the  Second  Chance  Animal 
Shelter  in  East  Brookfield. 

Finally,  in  June  of  2004,  students,  staff  and  community  learned  that  this 
would  be  my  last  year  as  principal  of  the  Oakham  Center  School.  The 
announcement  at  the  start  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  that  Patricia 
Worthington  had  been  selected  to  be  our  new  Principal  was  received  with 
enthusiasm  from  students,  staff  and  community.  I  am  confident  that 
Patricia  will  do  a  wonderful  job  and  will  be  a  great  addition  to  the  Oakham 
Center  School. 

The  excitement  of  the  end  of  year  was  heightened  as  we  spent  the  last 
week  of  school  involved  in  activities  for  “Duncan  Stewart  Week”.

The  last  day  of  school 
finally  arrived  and  with  it  the  end  of  my  tenure  as  your  principal. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  students,  parents  and  citizens  of  Oakham  for 
allowing  me  to  serve  as  the  Principal  of  such  a  wonderful  school,  with 
great  kids  in  a  fantastic  caring  community.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
staff  members,  past  and  present,  who  have  worked  so  hard  to  make  the 
Oakham  Center  School  the  best  elementary  school,  anywhere.  Your 
commitment  to  children  has  been  exceptional  and  has  made  our  school  a 
great  place  for  kids  to  learn.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

Annual  Report 


The  Board  of  Assessors  (the  Board)  had  a  busy  and  productive  year  in 
2004.  The  Board  is  primarily  responsible  for  the  valuation  of  real  and 
personal  property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  property  tax.  Oakham  is 
seeing  continued  growth  as  evidenced  by  new  home  construction 
throughout  town.  The  new  growth  presents  a  challenge  to  the  Board  as  our 
duties  include  maintaining  a  database  on  each  parcel  of  property  in  the 
town,  and  also  inspecting  all  properties  where  a  building  permit  was 
issued,  giving  special  attention  to  new  homes  that  were  under  construction. 

The  Board  began  the  process  of  carrying  out  a  periodic  reassessment 
program  to  ensure  full  and  fair  cash  value  assessments.  This  process 
included  revaluing  the  town’s  property  so  that  assessed  values  now 
approximate  current  values  of  comparative  property.  The  revaluation 
resulted  in  an  average  2005  property  value  increase  of  approximately  38% 
over  2004  assessed  values. 

The  assessors  are  also  responsible  for  submitting  annually  a  tax  rate 
recapitulation  sheet  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  evidence 
that  the  town  has  a  balanced  budget  within  the  limits  of  Proposition  2  Vi. 
We  offer  the  following  comparative  financial  data  derived  from  the  tax  rate 
recapitulation  sheets  of  2004  and  2005:
